Tliroughout the New Deal, Nebraska 
way highly critical of some of the aid programs 
and yet we were back in Washington, hands 
outstretched, seeking funds whenever money 
was to be had. 
We wanted our share—all we 


could get. 


Even at that, the circumstances do not suggest 
Nebraskans have changed. 
Thumbing through 
some early territorial history recently, we came 
upon a notation which .said that the territorial 
government had appealed to Washington for 
funds for the construction of highways and for 
the building of bridges. Come that year of 1873, 
five years after Nebra.ska’s admission to state­ 
hood. and the plea to Washington was for funds 
to take care of impoverished .settlers. 
Human nature, it seems, has not changed a 
great deal. 
Nebraska’s attitude can be stated 
more accurately, {K-rhaps, by saying that the peo­ 
ple oi thi.s state eai'fiestly de.sire to control tlieir 
own educational program but they do not have 
any objection if Uncle Sam wants to come along 


and pick up the check.

JA K A R TA , Indonesia — Take 80.- 
fHK).(KK) people, an island chain rich 
in 
resources, 
and 
independence 
won after more than 3(K) years of 
colonial rule and you îiave the 
makings of the extraordinary ex­ 
periment that is going forward in 
this new nation. 
How it will come out only the 
brashest prophet would venture to 
say. But it continues to be one of 
the most exciting human dramas in 
this era or revolutionary change 
in Asia. 
After a governmental crisis that 
began in June. Indonesians two 
months ago held their first na­ 
tional election. On the whole it was 
an orderly election and there is 
hope that a new government can 
he formed with a stability and el- 
fectiveness at least equal to that 
of the present coalition 
During the weeks of the govern­ 
mental crisis with the uncertainty 
ol the election ahead, the military 
is reported to have been tempted 
to seize power. It would not have 
been difficult, since the military 
leaders comprise cne of the most 
coherent and alert groups in the 
country and they are strongly anti­ 
communist in their outlook. But 
if this was a real temptation the 
men 
in command put it 
aside, 
choosing to rely on the Democratic 
process, no matter how faltering 
and uncertain it might seem to 
tins beginning phase. 


Coming 
in from 
the rein .i,est 
parts of the country, carried by 
barefoot 
runner.s 
along 
jungle 
trails and down river, the returns 
sliow unofficially the two major 
parties — the Mo.slem 
Masjumi 
party and the Nationalists—with 
slightly more than half of the 260

Tliis will be done if all 
goes well through a coalition of 
the top three parties or. if that 
fails because of the Nationalists’ 
determination to go their own wav, 
the two Moslem groups may get 
together with the splinter parties 
in a grouping that would have con­ 
siderably less stability. There are 
altogether 199 different parties, aiuf 
among the splinters that made a 
showing in the election were the 
Frutestanls. with 12 seats, and the 
Calholus with five. 


But 
those 
who 
have 
followed 
the painful and often precarious 
struggle to make a modern state 
out of what was a tightly held and 
heavily exploited colony will agree 
that this is not the moment to do 
any cheering for the triumph of 
democracy. The realities the new 
government must face up to are 
too appalling, 
the 
problems too 
overwhelming. 


While the Indonesians won full 
indeiiendence in late 1949 after a 
bitter and bloody four-year struggle 
witli the Dutch, the relationships 
between the Netherlands and its 
former colony still remain to be 
defined. The present government 
has arranged negotiations to take 
place shortly at the Hague. 
But in recent weeks President 
Soekarno has been speaking around 
the country, 
W'lth 
all his spell­ 
binding 
charm, 
denouncing 
the 
negotiation. He has been exploiting 
the hatred and suspicion of the 
Dutch which are just beneath the 
surface. 
There are vario^us theories as lo 
wb> the President has denounced

the negotiations at the Hague and 
stirred the old animosities. One is 
that he wants to strengthen his own 
party, the .Nationalists, so that it 
ycill become the dominant and es­ 
sentially anti-VV9»stern party. 


Presumably, it would not join in 
a coalition government but would 
stay in opposition. 
This would, of 
course, 
tend 
to 
make 
the 
Na­ 
tionalists allies of the Communists, 
and the’ fear is that the two would 
tend to merge. 
Blaming the United States for 
taking the side of the Indonesians 
in their struggle for independence, 
the Dutch have said that we should 
have known that these people were 
not 
ready 
for 
independence. 
Certainly, they were not ready for 
it. since they received no instruc­ 
tion from the Dutch in even the 
rudiments of Self-Government. But 
to have denied them their inde­ 
pendence by the continuing use of 
force probably w'ould have been 
futile in the long run and it would 
have added to the heritage of hate, 
which is one of the grave handi­ 
caps in the current struggle.

Reporters covering the Pentagon 
and newsmen’s organizations con­ 
tended that the curtain had been 
lowered on 
o t h e r information 
which should not be kept secret. 
Honaman 
officially 
joined 
the 
defense 
Department 
last 
April, 
coming from a similar job at the 
Commerce Department, but had 
been active with Pentagon matters 
for some time before then. 
Last March, Secretary Wilson is- 
Rued an order—it was widely be­ 
lieved among Pentagon reporters 
that Honaman originated it—which 
said information given out by the 
department should make a "con­ 
structive contribution” to the de­ 
partment. It had the effect, which 
has since somewhat lessened, of 
choking off much information nor­ 
mally available. 
Operating under that and similar 
rrders, Honaman said the principal 
concern was to restrict the publica­ 
tion of technical information which ■ 
"will help the enemy more than 
it will help us.” He said that while ' 
defense news should meet the re­ 
quirements 
of 
usefulness, 
value 
and interest, he had "no notion of 
being either an arbiter or censor.” 
"There are,” he 
also said, 
"many cases where demands for 
information 
which take 
up the 
time of people with busy schedules 
do not truly meet the requirement 
of being useful or valuable, nor 
yet very interesting to the public.” 
When that statement came under 
criticism, Robert T. Ross, Hona- 
man’s boss, explained that it "re­ 
ferred 
to 
the 
interdepartmental 
preparation 
and coordination of 
public information material origi­ 
nated by the Department of De­ 
fense.”
